ENNACHERIB going with his Army 
x againſt Egypt, it came to paſs one Night 


that a Plague of Mice came upon him, and 


diſarmed his whole Army, by gnawing in 


Pieces their Harneſſes of Leather. In Me- 


mory whereof the Statue of this Prince was 


_ erected in Stone, holding a Mouſe in his 


Hand, with this Inſcription; Jhoſoever 

beboldeth me, let him learn to be Religious. 
Cyrus, the Emperor of Perſia, after he had 

hon long attended by numerous Armies and 


a vaſt Train of Courtiers, ordered this In- 


ſcription to be engraved on his Tomb, as 


an Admonition to all Men of the approach 
of Death, and the Diſſolution that follows 


it, iS. O Man! whoſoever thou art, and 


whenceſoever thou comeſt, know, that thou

now in; I am Cyrus, who brought the E- 
pire to the Perſians: Do not envy me, I be-

King Philip of Macedoz, a great and wife 


Prince, was ſo apprehenſive of the dangerous 


Charms of earthly Grandeur and Pleaſure, 
that he appointed one of his Pages to call 
upon him every Morning, to remind him of 
his Mortality, and to ſay, REMEMBER, Sir, 
| You AnE a Max; as if they only were qua- 
| ified to enjoy earthly Greatneſs, who alſo 
remember that they mult ſoon part with it. 


Our own Chronicles give an Account of 


the great uneaſineſs of King Richard III. 
after the Murder of his two Nephews, the 
Sons of King Edward IV. who was ſo haunr- 
ed by continual Fears and Suſpicions, that 
| he conſtantly wore private Armour, and 
| uſually kept his Hand upon his Dagger.— 
He ſtarted frequently out of his fleep, or 
rather ſlumber, for he had no ſound ſleep, 
fancying that ſomebody rapt at his Cham- 
ber Door, and would call for his Armour. 

He was particularly troubled in Mind the 


Night before the decifive Battle of Boſtoorth, 
in Leicgſteghire, which he fought with the 
Earl of Richmond, his Riyal, and in which 
he was ſlain, being often heard to cry. out as

King Charles I. of England, having (as
